Inspector John Shea took a hand in the 
Anarchist celebration at Twelfth Street 
When Lucy Par- 
gons grew more than usually inflammatory 
in her blatant talk, Inspector Shea stepped 


- forward from the wings of the stage and 


placed his hands on her shoulder. 

“You have promised to mention no names 
and to preserve order,’’ he said. ‘‘You have 
broken your promise. If you are not more 
careful I will stop this meeting and clear out 
the hall.’ 

Mrs. Parsons understood. 

So did the other speakers who were pres- 
ent, and from that instant there was no 
“red flag”’ in the mouths of the orators. 
Even “Herr’’ Johann Most, high priest of 
anarchy, brought here from New York as 
the “star” of the celebration of what the 
Anarchists call-“‘the anniversary of the ju- 
dicial murder” of Parsons, Spies, et al., was 
temperate in comparison with his usual 
blatant mood, and modulated his voice and 
eased down his words, 

Lucy Parsons protested against police in- 
terference and made a pretense at trying to 
restore “‘order,’’ which the audience under- 
stood just as she meant it. The crowd was 
ready for an outbreak, and half the people 


‘were on their feet, howling: 


“Shame! Shame! Let the woman speak! 


This is not Russia!” 
Shea Holds the Floor. 
Inspeetor Shea held the fioor, and the 
speechmaking was not resumed until the 
Chairman asked the crowd to be quiet and 


‘hear Mrs. Parsons’ reply to the police. 


“She is able to speak for herself. Let-us 
hear what she has to say,’’ said the Chair- 
man. 

Mrs. Parsons: was allowed to proceed and 
she managed to bridle her tongue until the 
close of her talk, when she again broke out 
in a few intemperate remarks in the nature 


of a challenge to the police to arrest her.

George D. Walker Answers. 

This advertisement was answered by 
George D. Walker, No. 5815 Madison ave- 
nue, who’ was waited on at his house on 
the following Thursday by a man who 
called himself Oscar Z. Coutant, the in- 
‘ventor of an automatic car heater. He said 
he had made a contract for the use of his 
invention for five years with a man named 
‘George Randolph, who was to pay him a 
royalty of $250 a week. Coutant said: he 
‘was in dire need of $3,000 to start this enter- 
prise and if Walker had it to lend he would 
isive him, security. He said Randolph was 
going to secure his royalty by a trust deed 
on. some land and Coutant would secure 
‘Walker by assigning the contract to him. 

This interview led to others down-town at 
the office of Randolph in the Boyce Build- 
ing in Dearborn street. There Walker was 
‘introduced to a man who called himself 


‘Charles Timmis, who. said he owned a va- 


cant lot on Drexel boulevard, between For- 
‘ty-first and Forty-second streets, and that 
the was going to give a trust deed on it to 
‘Arthur J. Kern, as trustee, to secyre Cou- 
‘tant to Randoiph.

COURSE OF LECTURES ON ASTRONOMY. 


Prof. Barnard Delivers the First on 
“Astronomical Photography.” 

Prof. E. E. Barnard, the astronomer, be- 
gan a course of six lectures on the subject 
of astronomy in Kent Theater, University 
of Chicago, last evening. “Astronomical 
Photography’’ was the subject of hislecture. 

‘The bringing .together of the heavenly 
bodies in groups of pictures,’’ he said, “is 
one of the most important departments of 
astronomy. This branch of the work be- 
gan almost with the first work of the cam- 
era. The first photograph of a star. was 
made in .August, 1839. The work was. of 
little practical value toastronomers until the 
sensitive plates invented in 1882 were put 
into use, the former process being too slow 
and inaccurate. | 

‘**In 1883 a photograph of the moon was 
t was the first accurate work. 
Lewis M. Rutherford should be called the 
father of celestial photography, as he did 
the first scientific, work.” 

Prof Barnard displayed photographs 
of many of the stars and planets. His next 
lecture. will be on “ Mars,” next Monday

While the usual crowds gathered around 
the suffering woman, entirely preventing a 
breath of air to reach and perhaps revive 
her, some one telephoned for the patrol,which 
arrived in short order.. Then the women 
‘round about set up a howl. 

Good Samaritan Appears. 

“It’s a burning shame to send the poor 
old woman home in that thing,” said one 
angry woman. 

‘‘They never knew how to handle a woman. 
anyway,” said another interested member 
of the sex, as three policemen and'‘one or 
two men struggled to place the poor’ old 
woman in the wagon. f 

The sight of the poor sick woman driving 
off alone with all those men proved” too 
much for Mrs. Elizabeth Ross, who was 
among the spectators. She hastily made her 
way through the crowd, her arms full of 
bundles, and requested to be allowed to ride 
home with the suffering old woman, ‘and 
after some hesitation’ on the part of the 
police she was allowed to mount the patrol 
wagon amid the applause of the bystanders. 

Southward the lumbering wagon. sped 
over the boulevard and jolted over the de- 
cayed wood paving of side streets on its 
way to Mrs. Frank’s far-distant house. The 
husky policemen,’ familiar with suffering 
in all its agonizing shapes, felt they were 
out of place when a woman was there as 
nurse. Tenderly they supported the aged 
woman and handed their vials of restor- 
atives. to the courageous and = charitable 
woman who went along to administer them 
and help a sister in distress. Veteran po- 
licemnen as they were they could not help 
being moved by Mrs. Ross’ soticitude for an 
absolute stranger. One of the-wagonmen 


said last night: 


“T.never saw a more creditable or self- 
sacrificing act. Mrs. Ross came up to help 
a total stranger, left all her shopping, put 
her parcels in the wagon, and was as good 
as a trained nurse all the way. Wehada 
long drive, but all the way she was nursing 
Mrs. Frank and doing all she could for her. 
It’s not often a woman voluntarily rides 
five milés in a patrol wagon on a raw, cold 
day to help a stranger. Mrs. Ross did a 
good, kind act and deserves all the credit 
she gets.”’
